iten so i Interest Picked Up fro m Va­ 
rio us .So urces fo r the Benefit 
o f “ Demo crat'’ Readers. 


Between Orizaba and Esperanza, 
^ n the Mexican railro ad— the E n ­ 
glish ro ad between Vera Cruz and 
the City o f ^iexico — the ro ad climbs 
nearly 4,000 feet in abo ut twenty- 
eight miles, mo st o f the heavy grade 
being o n the twenty-mile stretch 
fro m IMaltrata to Esperanza, says 
the Philadelphia Reco rd. 
Fo r nearly twelve miles the grade 
is 5 per cent, o r 264 feet to the 
mile. 
W ith 
o rdinary 
engines, 
traffic wo uld be co mpletely imprac­ 
ticable ; 
but the Fairlee do uble- 
ended engine^ built by the Fairlee 
co mpany, o f Glasgo w, Sco tland, 
so lves the pro blem. 
In these en­ 
gines, ail the weight o f the engine, 
water and co al is o n the driving 
wheels. 
They weigh 
100 to ns 
and are capable o f hauling fro m 75 
to 190 to ns up these grades. Seven 
lo aded freight cars and so metimes 
nine are hauled up these heavy 
grades. The do uble header engines 
are used by no o ther ro ad in No rth 
America. 
The Mexican 
Central 
railro ad a sho rt time ago built an 
extra heavy do uble header engine 
fo r heavy freight wo rk, but it was 
a failure, fo r exactly what reaso n 
was never divulged. 
On this ‘‘mo untain divisio n” no 
o ther engines are used. 
On mo re 
level divisio ns the majo rity o f the 
engines are American, being, it is 
said, m3re eco no mical than the 
Fairlee. 
On the nitrate railro ads o f Cliili 
in the pro vince o f Tarapaca, the 
same engines are used, the grades 
up the mo untains fro m Iquique be­ 
ing 4^ per cent, and o n the no rth­ 
ern end, in Pisagua, being 5 per 
cent. 
It is a suggestive fact that 
o n the Iquique end, single engines 
are practicable, but o n the percent 
grades o nly the Fairlee do uble- 
header will wo rk. The nitrate rail­ 
ro ad has a decided advantage o ver 
the 
^Mexican 
railro ad, 
as 
o nly 
em pty 
ca 
are 
hauled 
up 
the hill, while in Mexico there 
is as much heavy traffic up the 
hill as do wn. 
Bo th o f these rail­ 
ro ads were built befo re the rack 
and co g ro ads were practical, o r 
else that system might have been 
ado pted. Bo th engines are co upled 
o nto the lever, and the thro ttle is 
single fo r bo th, but bo th engine 
ends 
are 
independent 
in 
their 
mo tio n. 
It 
wo uld 
be suppo sed 
that these engines wo uld be stiiT 
fo r curves, but they are declared 
by their engineers to be very easy 
rfders. 
On the fireman’s side there 
are two do o rs, the two firebo xes 
being separate and independent, 
as are the bo ilers. 
The fuel used is the co mpressed 
“ briquettes,” which are stacked up 
o n the fireman’s side, o n the to p o f 
the water tank. The speed o f these 
engines is hut little o ver ten miles 
per ho ur, and o n the heavy grades, 
eight. 
The rules o f the co mpany 
prescribe a maximum speed o f eight 
miles per ho ur o n the do wn grade 
between Esperanza and Orizba, ex­ 
perience having sho wn that any­ 
thing mo re than this rate is dan­ 
gero us, cars getting beyo nd co n- 
tVo l, especially when the track is 
wet.
